SECOND REQUEST FOR CORRECTION OF FILING RECEIPT 

Sir 

The filing receipt dated January 21 , 2004 for the above-identified 
application indicates Applicants as Daniel Keith Amonett. Robert G. Sokatski. and 
Donald Eugene Smith. However, Daniel Keith Amonett and Robert G. Sokalski are the 
only Applicants for the above-identified application. The error in the Applicants listed on 
the filing receipt was due to a mistake by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("U.S. 
PTO"), and not due to a mistake on the part of the Applicants. Thus, on March 23, 2004, 
Applicants filed a Request for a Corrected Filing Receipt, in view of the U.S. PTO's error 
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of the listed inventors on the filing receipt. This Request was denied in a response from 
the US. PTO Initial Patent Examination Division. That response stated that a Petition to 
Correct Inventorship under 37 CFR § 1 .48 was needed to make the requested change. 
For the following reasons, Applicants disagree that such a petition is needed to correct 
this error and so submits this Second Request for Correction of Filing Receipt ("Second 
Request"). 

Correction of inventorship in an application is governed by 37 CFR 
§ 1 .48, as stated by the U.S. PTO. In particular, subsection (a) of 37 CFR § 1 .48 
governs correction of inventorship in a "nonprovisional application after oath/declaration 
filed" (and the present application is a nonprovisional application in which the 
oath/declaration has been filed). However, Applicants submit that correction of 
inventorship under 37 CFR § 1 .48, and petitions therefor, are only applicable in 
situations where the inventive entity was set forth in error by the Applicant. In particular, 
Applicants note that the first sentence of subsection (a) begins, "If the inventive entity is 
set forth in error in an executed § 1 .63 oath or declaration in a nonprovisional application 

" Applicants submit that this is not the case in the present situation, because the 

inventive entity in the present application was not set forth in error, as will be described 
below. 

The present application is a divisional of Application Serial No. 
10/322,999, which is a divisional of Application Serial No. 10/000,414 (U.S. 6,613,991), 
which is a continuation-in-part of Application Serial No. 09/368,284 (U.S. 6,441 ,326), 
which is a continuation-in-part of Application Serial No. 09/365,561 (U.S. 6,080,943). As 
filed, the present application included a copy of the executed Declaration from the '561

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application, as is allowed und r 37 CFR § 1 .63(d). The executed Declaration filed in the 
'561 application was correct in that it satisfied all of the requirements for such a 
Declaration as laid out in 37 CFR § 1 .63. And that Declaration included execution by the 
three named inventors of the '561 application (Daniel Keith Amonett, Robert G. Sokalski, 
and Donald Eugene Smith). The present application includes fewer than the inventors 
named on the Declaration of the '561 case. In particular, the inventors on the present 
application are Daniel Keith Amonett and Robert G. Sokalski. However, it is still 
permissible to submit such a Declaration under 37 CFR § 1 .63(d), in view of the fact that 
Applicants noted that not all of the named inventors on the submitted copy of the 
Declaration were inventors for the present application. In particular, the application 
transmittal states "Please note the inventors named in this application are fewer than 
those named in the prior application and the attached Declaration." Copies of the 
transmittal and filing receipt are attached. 

Thus, in filing the present application, Applicants filed a copy of a 
proper Declaration with the application.
